RELATING TO I.IAGISTRATE JURISDICTION, SPECIFYING CERTAIN

TRAFFIC-REI,ATED OFFENSES AS STI{PLE MISDEMEANORS' ¡'IAKING

OTHER RELATED CIIANGES TO SIIIPLE ¡'IISDEMEANOR OFFENSES' AND

PROVIDING A PENALTY.

BE IT ENACTED BY TITE GENERAL ASSEMBI,Y OF THE STATE OF IOWA:

Section 1. Section 32I.24r Code 2009, is amended by adding

the following new subsection:

the vehic.le. These records shall be open for inspection by any

peace officer at any time during normal business hours. Records

required by this section sha1l be kept for at least three years

after the transaction which they record.

1. l¡lovements by permit in accordance with this chapter
shal1 be permitted only during the hours from thirty minutes
prior to sunrise to thírty minutes following sunset unless the
issuing authority determines that the movement can be better
accomplished at another period of time because of traffic volume
conditions or the vehicle subject to the permit has an overall
length not to exceed one hundred feet, an overall width not
to exceed eleven feet, and an overall height not to exceed
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fourteen feet, four inches, and the permit requires the vehicle
to operate only on those highways designated by the department.
Additional safety lighting and escorts may be required for
movement at night.

2. Except as provided in section 321.457, no movement by

permit shall be permitted on holidays, after twelve o'clock noon

on days preceding hotidays and holiday weekends, or special
events when abnormally hiqh traffic volumes can be expected.
Such restrictions shall not be applicable to urban transit
systems as defined in section 32L.I9, subsection 2. For the
purposes of this chapter, holidays shall include l,lemorial Dayr

Independence Day, and Labor Day.
